The British fleet blazed into action in tho Mediterranean today, shelling Italian troops 
narchin^ along the Libyan-Eg yptian coast, while on the home front in London the empire 
'apitars% omb-strafed rnillions surveyed the havoc from the fiercest nig ht-long assault of 
he war. 
An ofTicial estimate placed the city’s casualty toll at 90 killed. 350 seriously wounded. 
RAP" warplanes retaliated with a smashing attack on German “invasion ports,” the 
London air ministry said, leaving the Nazi-occupied PYench coast in flames for miles. 
The raids hit hardest at Le Havre, Boulog ne, Calais, Dunkerq ue and Ostende--all 
scenes of German barg e and troop concentrations. 
Britain’s na va l action in the Mediterranean was 
T’eported in a communiq ue by 
the Italian 
hig h command, which said the English men o’ war attacked Fascist troops a dva ncing from 
Bardia, in Italian Libya, toward Sidi Barrani, 60 miles in.side Eg ypt, already occupied by 
the Blackshirt a dva nce g uard. 
With the air sieg e of Eng land reaching a new peak of destructiveness, correspondents 
at Dover reported that the channel was still far too roug h for the passag e of an invasion 
armada, and for the first time the Nazi press in Berlin dropped hints that the war mig ht 
continue throug h the winter. 
If true. Britain appears to have won the first vital round of the war 
the fig ht to .stave 
off defeat until she can muster her g reat empire forcos for thr* countor-oft'ensi\’o in 1041 
heralded bv Prime Minister Churchill.

Dispatches from Harrisburg bring the infoimatiou 


that the capitol has svsung into the military program 
of the Selective Seivice cliaft. 


The Depaitment of Mihtaiy Affairs is busy com- 


piling lists of names of leading otizcnt, to serve on 
the 420 local draft boaids, and the M:\en legional 
appeal boards. 


Governor James, according to repoi-ts, has spent 


long hours m conference with his civilian and nuhtarv 
advisors o\er the appointment of an executive direc- 
tor, and an assistant diiector, to head the draft in 
Pennsylvania. 


Sources clo^e to the executive mansion have in- 


dicated that the appointment Vvill be civilian, since 
the draft Mill be earned out through Chilian local 
boards. 


The director must be appointed within three 


•weeks, and the names of those recommended for 
duty, without pay, on the local draft boards will be 
submitted to the president in the -\veek preceding 
the military registration on October 36. 


From another source it has been learned that the 


Department of Military Affairs estimates 1,600,000 
men are vv ithin the conscription age limits in the state, 
while only approximately 28,000 to 30,000 may be 
taken in the "first draft " 


All forms and the questionnaire blanks aie ready; 


local election officials have been asked to serve with- 
out pay as a "patnotic dutj," and the War Depart- 
ment is selecting the military personnel who will 
supervise the work of the civilian officials. 


Insuring a comprehensiv e and non-partisan regis- 


tration and selection of men to report for duty with 
the nation's armed forces is the "enforcement'' section 
of the draft act. 


It provides that anj'one who -evades registration, 


falsifies his phvsical qualifications or family relation- 
Ships, or any legal, medical, civilian or military official 
charged with carrjmg out provisions of the act who 
shirks his duty, is liable to a fine up to So 000 and 
imprisonment not to exceed five yeais, upon convic- 
tion in a federal court.

handicap to those entrusted with speeding up the 
national defense program.

But let's not 
get onto that subject again—this is a tamily ncwspnpci and we have 
to lie careful what goes thiough the mail=.

"A minority of Jamestown's City Council (Ed note. It takes two- 


Lhjrds to confirm such a proposal and it missed by a single vote) duly 
assembled in regular meeting, drew a curtain across the sun, turned 
back the clock for several decades and swung a bootjack on the Munic- 
ipal Stadium project.
